Chiims 27 and 35 have been amended to place the claims in independent form.

the clainj language "substrate" in Claims 38-39 and "two substrates" in Claim 40 
iire confused with the "substrate polymci" in Claim 30 because what is the 
difference between "a substrate polymer" in claim 30 aad "siibstratc(s)" in Claims 
38-30,

merely an adjective, while in Claims 38 - 40, the terra is clearly a noun. However, to facilitate 
nllowiinco of the present application, the now indcpcndcnl Claim 35 wes the term "polymer" 
instead o f *'subslrato polymer". Reconsideration and withdrawal of this rejection are respectful ly 
requested.
